university building housing fac­ 
ulty offices. 
A minor fire occurred Sunday 
on a stairway of Gardner Stu­ 
dent Center and a smoldering 
fire was found Wednesday night 
in the basement of Thompson 
House, a men’s dormitory. 
A university statement Thurs­ 
day said that in view of the 
“ actual threat of life which oc­ 
curred in the Torrey House 
fire, 
the

a status of constant alert.” 
Firemen have ask ed the state 
fire marshal’s office to assist 
in investigation of the three 
damage fires.

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U. S. Envoys 
Set Off for 
SALT Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
envoys set off today for Helsink i 
and round 3 of the year-old 
talk s with the Soviet Union on 
curbing the superpower arms 
race. 
The six-man delegation head­ 
ed by U.S. disarmament nego­ 
tiator Gerard Smith is hoping 
for progress in the talk s before 
the expected Christmas recess 
—but 
the 
delegates 
are 
not 
predicting a U.S.-Soviet arms 
cut agreement by then. 
The big question as the Hel­ 
sink i round opens Nov. 2 will be 
how the Soviets respond to a 
U.S. otfer made last July just 
before the strategic arms limi­ 
tation talk s—SALT—recessed in 
Vienna. 
The American offer proposes: 
An over-all ceiling on num­ 
bers of long-range missiles held 
by both sides, at approximately 
their present totals; a specific 
limit on the number of big nu­ 
clear rock ets such as the Soviet 
SS9 ; and abolishing antiballistic 
missiles or limiting them to de­ 
fense of a national command 
site.

lowing publicity campaigns by 
antipoverty

scribing relief as a right and not 
a mark of discredit. 
The federal government pays 
about 52 per cent of the nation’s 
welfare bill for dependent chil­ 
dren and their mothers, the 
blind, 
the 
disabled 
and 
the 
needy aged. State and local gov­ 
ernments split the remainder. 
Property tax increases are ex­ 
pected in such cities as Milwau­ 
k ee and Los Angeles to help fi­ 
nance the welfare load, federal 
officials say. Some Ohio coun­ 
ties recently introduced a new 
sales tax for the same purpose. 
At the same time, relief serv­ 
ices are being sliced because of 
the cost crunch. 
The cost of federally assisted 
welfare has doubled in the past 
four years, says Federal Wel­ 
fare Administrator John D. Twi- 
name, and could double again 
by 19 75 if President Nixon’s pro­ 
posed family assistance welfare 
reform measure is not enacted 
by Congress. 
The bulk of the welfare-load 
increase in the past year has 
come in the program aiding 
families with dependent chil­ 
dren—ADC. About 80 per cent 
of ADC recipients are aban­ 
doned children or those whose 
mothers are unmarried.

Demonstration 
Causes Crash of 6 
Autos In Cavalcade 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (AP) 
— President Nixon, the target of 
rock s, brick s, bottles, eggs, red 
flags and other missiles hurled 
by antiwar demonstrators in his 
native state, says he was at­ 
tack ed by “an unruly mob that 
represents the worst in Ameri­ 
ca.” 
Nixon, riding away from 
a 
Republican 
rally 
Thursday 
night in the San Francisco bay 
city of San Jose, was besieged 
by hundreds of obscenity-shout­ 
ing protesters With him in his 
limousine were California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and U.S. Sen. 
George Murphy. 
Later, after the President ar­ 
rived 
at 
the 
Western 
White 
House in San Clemente, a fire 
caused smok e damage in the 
oceanside villa and forced a pa- 
jama-clad Nixon to evacuate. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Zie­ 
gler said the blaze was caused 
by heat conducted downward 
from the fireplace in Nixon’s 
second-floor study to wood with­ 
in the hollow wall of the dining 
room below. 
The San Jose violence was the 
most serious aimed at any pres­ 
ident in this country since the 
assassination of President John 
F Kennedy in 1963, 
Emerging from an auditorium 
where GOP partisans had given 
him a warm reception, Nixon 
climbed atop the hood of his 
limousine in the glare of photo 
floodlights 
Facing 
directly 
toward his 
noisy opponents about 50 yards 
away, he thrust his jaw forward 
and flung both arms upward. 
With his fingers, he formed “ V” 
symbols, 
waving 
toward 
the 
crowd. 
The mobbing of the Nixon mo­ 
torcade lasted perhaps five min­ 
utes as his car moved through a 
narrow opening that had been 
cleared in the crowd by helmet- 
ed riot police. 
His limousine and other vehi­ 
cles in the cavalcade were hit 
repeatedly by large rock s and 
other objects. Several persons, 
including

Service 
agent, a newsman and a televi­ 
sion cameraman suffered minor 
injuries. 
The second auto behind Nix­ 
on’s vehicle stalled when, after 
it was hit by a rock , its police- 
man-driver 
slammed 
on 
the 
brak es. This produced a chain 
reaction crash of six cars—none 
seriously 
d a m a g e d —t ha t 
brought a loud cheer from the 
crowd pushing in on each side. 
A bus carrying members of 
Nixon’s staff and local political 
dignitaries had four windows 
smashed by rock s. 
One of the occupants, show­ 
ered by glass fragments, was 
Rose Mary’ Woods, Nixon’s per­ 
sonal secretary, who duck ed to 
the floor and exclaimed. “Just 
lik e 
Caracas!” 
Nixon 
was 
stoned in the Venezuelan capital 
in 19 58, when he was vice presi­ 
dent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United 
States, 
displaying 
its 
first public diplomatic irritation 
over the Soviet refusal to re­ 
lease a U.S. Army plane and its 
high-rank ing 
passengers, 
has 
charged Moscow with violating 
U.S.-Russian 
consular 
agree­ 
ments. 
After eight days of talk ing in 
restrained, optimistic language, 
the State Department Thursday 
called for the immediate release 
of the passengers who include 
two American generals 
A statement handed to Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly F Dobryn­ 
in said, “There is no justifica­ 
tion for any further delay by the 
Soviet Union.” 
Meanwhile, the Soviets contin­ 
ued to portray the plane's land­ 
ing in Russia across the Turk ish 
border as a hostile act and 
link ed il to alleged reconnais­ 
sance flights from U.S. bases.

The seven school districts are Columbiana. East 
Pales.ine, 
Fairfield-Waterford, 
Lisbon, 
Southern 
and United wnose boards of education decided on 
the consolidation p rop osal as the result of a law 
p assed by the Ohio Leg islature in 1969 requiring 
that all school districts in the state submit a voca­ 
tional educa.ion p lan to the State Board of Educa­ 
tion by Ap ril 1, 1970 Last Jan. 12 the state board 
mande ed certain requirements to be met by each 
dis.ricl or a combination of school districts to hav e 
l.EOO hig h school s.udents as a p lanning base 
A 
minimum of 20 classes of 12 different vocational 


offering s and sufficient facilities also is required. 
The seven school districts p rop osed the Jo inture 
after Salem and Leetonia boards of education 
a g reed 
to attemp t their own consolidation to achieve the 
1.500-p up il base. Salem and Leetonia will decide 
that p rop osition on Tuesday . Leetonia school pa t­ 
rons hav e been tom by community alleg iance on 
whether to sup p ort the p lan. 
There should be no hesitancy , however, on the 
p art of v oters in the County Vocational School Dis­ 
trict to (1.) ap p rove a $1.7 50 000 bond issue to co n­ 
struct a new school and (2 ) a 3.6-mill o pera ting 
levy for the school which will offer 3 0 cla sses of 1 0 
different vocations. 
Failure of v oters to ap p rov e the p rop ositions will 
jeop ardize state foundation funds to the schools in­ 
volved. No school could op erate without this assist­ 
ance.

Faster, Faster 


Not only are more 
Americans 
driving 
more 
p laces, they ’re driving there faster-about one half- 
mile p er hour p er y ear faster, to be ex act. 
A new study released by the Hig hway Users Fed­ 
eration for Safety and Mobility shows that beiwecn 
1947 and 1967 , the p ercentag e of vehicles ex ceeding 
50 m.p h. on samp led rural 
hig hway s increased 
from 40 to 80 p er cent, due to imp rov ement in ve­ 
hicles and roads during that p eriod. 
These 
increases in 
sp eed are not necessarily 
bad, thoug h they do ex act certain “ tolls.” Tires, 
brakes, handling and a motorist’s own visual and 
motor resp onse are among the vehicle-driver cap ­ 
abilities that are tax ed as sp eeds increase. 
The rep ort concludes, however, that lower sp eed 
controls on urban or rural hig hway s hav e no strong 
p otential for reducing accidents sig nificantly . The 
least p robability of accidents occurs when motor­ 
ists are g enerally driv ing at the same p ace rather 
than at v ery hig h or v ery low sp eeds. 


Ali of his heavy weig ht box ing champ ionship and 
slap p ed a $10,000 fine and five-y ear p rison sentence 
on him. Both are being ap p ealed. 
Fairness and decency would seem to cry out that 
Muhammad Ali be restrained from earning his liv­ 
ing from box ing while his conviction was being re­ 
solved.

State is ex p ected to follow suit. And the dem oc­ 
racy that allows him to stay home and sends an­ 
other y oung man to die in Vietnam does nothing . 
No one can deny Ali’s box ing abilities. He is a 
g reat fig hter, p erhap s one of the g reatest of ail 
time. 


One wonders what dreams and talents were snuf­ 
fed out for the other y oung man in Vietnam.

WE MAY NOT BE far from 
that moment when the v iewer 
who sees a candidate with his 
coat slung over his shoulder in 
the now stereoty p ed “natural 
hit” may simp ly conclude ’hat 
the g uy can’t afford a well- 
fitted suit. 
With ex p erts on both sides 
showing their candidates p rov­ 
ing their human qualities by 
mix ing with “the

endlessly “normal” situations, 
the p loy eventually is g oing to 
wear itself out. Television has 
a cap acity for ex hausting p rac­ 
tically every thing . 
None of this means the me­ 
dium will not be used heav ily 
in the future just as now.

NEW YORK - For day s on 
end now, ev ery time one reach­ 
ed for a scotch, or whisked an 
hors d’oeuv re off a tray or p ut 
one’s hand into a jacket p ocx et 
for a p ip e to lig ht up , there was 
a security man at one’s side. 
They had tiny emblems in their 
lap els. They carried tiny cam­ 
eras. Or they simp ly used fast 
film “ movie taker” to record 
strang ers. 
They were p art of the 1,000 
sp ecial federal ag ents, 
4,000 
New York City 
p olice, 
and 
some 800 for­ 
eig n 
body ­ 
g uards cov er­ 
ing the United 
N a t i o n 
r e c e p tion 
circuit. 
They 
“ 
m a d e” 
( e x a m ined) 
h u n d reds 
of hotel 
rooms 
and 
banquet 
halls and 
looked 
into 
some 
1,500 cars in search of dy na­ 
mite bombs. 
Basically , they ap p eared to 
be on routine celebrity secur­ 
ity duty . But behind their fears 
was the imag e of America’s lat­ 
ter-day “La b’assionaria” — tne 
28 -y ear-old 
Bernardino Dohrn, 
leader of the firs., truly train­ 
ed, truly org anized, truly dis­ 
cip lined rev olutionary ne.work 
of killers and kidnap p ers. 
Call this mov ement what y our 
whimsy decides — Revolution­ 
ary Youth Movement (RYM i), 
or the “Weathermen,” or the 
front in the U.S. for tne ag ency 
of the 
Cuban 
Tri-Continental 
op eration or the g lobal ex ten­ 
sion of Maoist Marx ist-Leninist 
underg round into America 
— 
but whatev er y ou call it, don't 
dub it in the imag e of Nicholai 
Lenin’s disdainful “infantile left­ 
ism.” 
Bernardine Dohrn’s revolution­ 
ary followers are y oung — but 
not infantile. They hav e had 
them “ war’’ councils — one m 
Flint, Mich., in December 1969 
— less than 
10 months ag o. 
Then they met ag ain in Cleve­ 
land, on Feb. 4 — not much 
more than eig ht months ag o. 
At this February session, Miss 
Dohm’s 
rev olutionary 
aide, 
Mark Rudd iwno leu the first 
seizure of Columbia University ) 
said the mov ement was g oing 
underg round and would carry 
out assassinations. 
This isn’t ov erheated rhetoric 
by a y oung ster “Stoned out of 
his head.” It is cool revolution­ 
ary p lanning . After the declara­ 
tion of war, the bombing and 
violence 
methodically 
moved 
eastward from California cities 
to Chicag o to Rochester and 
then New York. 
COMRADE DOHRN, who re­ 
fers to nerseif as a “ revolution­ 
ary Communist” — means it. 
In her own declaration oi uroan 
war she said it and meant it. 
The 
Weatherman 
tactics 
would be, said she (who first 
dev ised the 
p hrase 
Weather­ 
m an), an adap .ation ot “ .ne 
classic g uerrilla strateg y of the 
Vietcong and the urban g uer­ 
rilla stra teg y o f the 
Tup amar- 
o s to o ur own situa tio n here in 
tha mo st technica lly a dv a nced 


country in the world.” 
Note well this woman’s words. 
She re.ers to the Tup amaros of 
Urug uay . This means kidnap ­ 
p ing and slay ing s of hostag es. 
This means the seizure of some 
p rominent citizen or g ov ern­ 
ment official — and the demand 
for an ex chang e of p risoners. 
Perhap s for Ang ela Davis. 
'ihis means swift midnig ht 
raids on some factories and ra­ 
dio and television stations. Ev i­ 
dence of these p lans is in the 
hands of some federal authori­ 
ties. 
“Dohrn” is a toug h leader 
and discip linarian. She is brig ht, 
fast, erudite and has ice water 
in her veins. 
And she didn’t learn her rev o­ 
lutionary stra’eg '’ a* 
he Uni­ 
v ersity of Chicag o. There she 
g ot her Ph.D. in law. The train­ 
ing and tactics were develop ed 
in an underg round here, run 
by a central committee which 
has “comrades” in Berkeley , 
Calif., Chicag o, the auto city 
of Detroit, and New York. There 
are liaison couriers running into 
the Maoist “central” in Mon­ 
treal and Hav ana. 
DOHRN, A RED LADY 
of 
many aliases, has been to Yu­ 
g oslav ia for briefing s’by “new 
world rev olutionists.” 
And 
in 
July 1969, she sp ent five weeks 
in Havana. There, for two of 
those weeks, 
she c onsistently 
conferred with Vietcong sp ecial­ 
is e . Many other hours were tak­ 
en by I^atin neo-revolutionists 
who would make the late “Che” 
sound like an ancient Fabian 
Socialist. 
Comrade Dohrn kep t a diary . 


In it is ev idence of her sp ecial 
ex p losive training , contacts and 
strateg y . It is filled with notes 
on her indoctrination on “revo­ 
lutionary 
concep ts,” 
g uerrilla 
warfare, bombing s, and the tac­ 
tics aimed 
at 
unsettling 
the 
nerv es and p roduction of the 
U.S. 
These are the tactics she has 
p assed on to what the mov ement 
calls the “families and tribes.” 
It is Bernardine Dohrn who 
directed the concentration on 
Kent State University . She and 
her comrades have been in and 
out of the camp us for sev eral 
y ears. At least 10 of the 58 
p ersons arrested during the dis­ 
turbances were not enrol’ed at 
the school. 
There is considerable S D.S. 
Weatherman 
literature 
which 
calls for “ war” on the univ er­ 
sity . But Kent is only one of the 
concentrations p lanned. 
There are other "targ et” cam­ 
p uses And on Nov. 3. Election 
Day , her S.D.S. central commit­ 
tee has scheduled three nation­ 
al demonstrations — San Fran­ 
cisco, Chicag o and Detroit. They 
may or may not come off. Most 
of the Weathermen are under­ 
g round or in Canada. They hav e 
a healihy resp ect for the Feder­ 
al 
Bureau 
of 
Inv estig ation's 
skill — if not for its director. 
They ’re still startled 
by 
the 
cap ture of Ang ela 
Davis. 
So 
they may not surface. 
These rev olutionists are y oung . 
They hav e time, p atience and 
dy namite. They p lan to use all 
three — and Tup amaro's tac­ 
tics too.

It is a’readv ap p arent, how­ 
ev er, that there is no uniform­ 
ity of thinking throug hout the 
nation about the resp onsibility 
for the current economic trou­ 
bles It’s g oing to be hard to 
analy ze the vo ing to determine 
just how much resentment was 
ex p ressed and to what ex tent 
the v oters in many areas of 
the country were indifferent to 
e^nom ic issues. 
On the whole, the camp aig ns

another. Most sig nificant is the 
absence of either Democratic 
or Rep ublican solidarity .

in Sou thern California’s Santa 
Monica Bay , recently listed as

contamination of any coastal 
waters in the cou ntry . 
‘ This is pretty wild,” he said 
‘‘We nev er ex pected any thing of 
this magnitu de, b u t we are not 
attrib u ting 
the 
epizootic

DDT " An epizootic is the ani­ 
mal life eq u iv alent of an epi­ 
demic. 
Hu b b ard said mercu ry con­ 
centrations of 25 parts per mil­ 
lion also hav e b een fou nd in the 
sea lion carcasses b u t that this 
was not enou gh to cau se illness. 
“The b est ev idence still su g­ 
gests something of an infectiou s 
natu re,” he added, “ b u t we are 
not. and 1 repeat not, closing | 
any options at this time ” 
There was a similar epizootic 
in 1947, Hu b b ard said, and indi­ 
cations of another a decade lat­ 
er, su ggesting a cy clic illness, 
b u t 
no detailed 
ex aminations 
were made of the dead animals 
at that time. 
Phillips 
said

pesticide 
fou nd in the au topsies apparent­ 
ly washed into the Pacific from 
the largely agricu ltu ral Salinas 
Valley , settled to the ocean b ot­ 
tom and then work ed u p the 
ocean food chain into the fish on 
which the sea lions feed.
